WASHINGTON, July 19.—One Gov- 
ernment claim, and probably two, to- 
taling close to $1,000,000, await the 
return from Europe of Charles A.

DACCO AND YANZETTI

ACCESS TO WATER IN CELLS 





Doctor Finds Both Still In Good 
Condition—Police Ready to 
Halt Any Liberation Effort.

BOSTON, Mass., July 19.—By de- 
grees Bartolomeo Vanzetti is accom- 
plishing his threatened hunger 
strike. It has been a slow process, 
unlike that of his fellow prisoner, 
Nicola Sacco, who cut himself off 
entirely from food or liquids fur- 
nished him by the prison authorities 
when he decided to strike. 

Neither of the condemned men ate 
solids today, although the usual fare 
was pushed through their cell doors 
at the three meal periods. Sacco 
refused everything. Vanzetti took 
only a small amount of the coffee at 


breakfast. Warden William Hendry 
still has nothing to say. 

Warden Hendry has Dr. Joseph 
McLaughlin as his medical adviser, 
a man of long eR in dealing 
with convicts future actions 
will be guided almost entirely by 
the reports from Dr. McLaughlin as 
to the condition of the men at the 
various stages of their fasting. 

No word was forthcom today 
that either man was suff any 
ill effects from the ordeal. 

Entering what is designated as the 
third day of their hunger strike, 
Sacco and Vanzetti again today re- 
fused to touch the food placed in 
their cells, although, as on the pre- 
vious days, Vanzetti sipped some of 
the coffee at breakfast time. 

Both prisoners, according to their 
intimate friends, are intent upon de- 
feating the electric chair on Aug. 10, 
assuming that the final review of the 
case is against them, by starving 
themselves to death. 

Dr. McLaughlin, the prison physi- 
cian, called at the cells of Sacco and 
Vanzetti this morning during his 
daily visit to * institution, accord- 
ing to Warden Hendry, and found 
that both were in good physical con- 
dition and that their abstinence from 
food had not affected them so far as 
could be observed. 

Both men have been allowed to 
taken 
to the Cherry Hill section of the 
State prison, and may have secret- 
ed some -of it. They have running 
water in their cells, and could sub- 
sist for many days on a water diet 
alone. 

It is reported that Vanzetti weighs 
185 pounds, while Sacco, a much 
smaller man, weighs 145 
that both men could afford to lose 
considerable weight before there 
would be any danger of serious con- 
sequences.

Accuses Brindell’s Successor Béfore 
industrial Commission—Union 
Agent Denies All Charges. | 


Charles H. Parsons, gray-haired 
and middle-aged, sat in the witness 
chair when the State Industrial Sur- 
vey Commission resumed its sessions 
at the Bar Association yesterday, 
and told how for seven years he has 
been “hounded” by the union of 
marble workers, his prosperous 
marble and tile business ruined, and 
described his despair over the in- 
ability to obtain relief through re- 
— — to the District At- 
orneys of Manhattan and the Bronx. 

Mr. Parsons told of his efforts to 
enlist the afd of Samuel Untermyer 
on his behalf and how despite the 


lawyer’s untiring efforts the union | 


delegates persecuted him at every 
turn, in furtherance of their threat 
to allow him to do no more work in 
the United States and Canada. 

The witness, for thirty years a mar- 
ble contractor, withdrew from the 
Marble Employers’ Association in 
1920 when the association sought to 
compel him to have all his bids ap- 
proved by the Secretary. He testified 
before the Lockwood committee and 
subsequently the association was dis- 
banded and some of the members 
were convicted for fixing prices. 
That was the beginning of his 
troubles, said Parsons, for after that 
the union would not furnish him 
with men. 


Accuses Brindell’s Successor. 
Mr. Parsons named Patrick Crow- 
ley, successor of Robert P. Brindell 


as President of the Buildi Trades 
Council, David Danahy and Joseph 
McInerney, business agents of the 


i'marble workers’ unions, as the men 


who threatened to ruin him. Mr. 
Danahy, who was present under sub- 
poena, interrupted the testimony at 
one time when the witness charged 
that he, Crowley and McInerney had 
been placed under arrest in Essex 
Market Court on an extortion charge. 

‘‘That’s a deliberate falsehood,’’ he 
called out, jumping to his feet. The 
members of the commission rapped 
for order. Later Danahy, who will 
be examined today, was permitted to 
make a statement, in which he de- 
nied ever having been arrested. He 
charged Mr. Parsons with being ‘‘the 
impossible man’’ who had been in 
hot water with the union since 1910 
and said the two men arrested were 
—— Joseph Lisnofsky. 

Mr. rsons declared that Mr. Un- 
termyer was amazed at the. ‘‘relent- 
less and vindictive attitude’’ of -the 
union toward him and in the end suc- 
ceeded in getting for him an agree- 
ment which the contractor charac- 
terized as ‘‘ridiculous and one-sided’”’ 
because it compelled him to put up a 
bond of $2,500 and ee to the Dis- 
trict Attorney as sole-arbitrator of 
all disputes. His insurance agent

The efforts of the union delegates 
in the last seven years have kept 
him a@ poor man, he said, as he 
able to get work only from con- 
tractors ‘‘who cannot be intimidated 
by the union.” Last year he had to 
give up five contracts because ‘‘they

There are altogether 308 marble con- 
tractors in New York of whom forty 
have union agreements, he said. 


Extra Cost Added by Union. 


The union agents, Parsons assert- 
ed, sometimes intimidated contract- 
ors into canceling their agreements 
with him before he began working. 
He alleged that the activiites of busi- 
ness agents added 10 per cent. to the 
cost of construction and that the 
public paid the added cost. 

*“‘Who is there to look out for the 
public?’’ asked Marvin K. Hart, a 
member of the commission. 

““‘That’s just what’s missing,”’ was 
the reply. ‘‘Nobody looks out for 
the public. The fight is between 
the builder and the union. If you 
had somebody to represent the pub- 
lic and step between the two con- 
flicting forces, the public would save 
money and it would bring harmony 
into the industry.’’ 

At one point Mr. Parsons declared 
that the union business agents who 
harassed him were guilty of a con- 
spiracy in restraint of trade, ‘‘and 
they ought to be put where Brindeljl 
and Parks were put.’’ 

The contract which was offered to 
him after repeated complaints to 
Samuel Untermyer was furnished to 
the latter by cis X. Sullivan, 
counsel for the union. Mr. Parsons 
said the provisions were arbitrary 
and agreed to sign it only after Mr. 
Untermyer insi . However, his 
insurance agent was unable to get 
a bond and the matter was dropped. 

Asked if he would sign a union 
agreement now, Mr. Parsons, who 
said he paid $2 a day above the 
union scale, declared he would 
no contract so long as Danahy, Mc- 
Inerney and Crowley were associated 
with the union, as he was convinced 
they would not furnish him men who 
would do an hour’s work a week. 


General ul Denial by Danahy. 

On the insistence of Hmanuel 
Kovaleski and Frederick L. Hacken- 
burg,. members of the commission, it 
was decided to sit later than usual 
and listen to a general denial from 
Mr. Danahy and then examine him 
today. The business agent took the 
stand. He denied that the union 
would work only for members of the 
Marble Industry Employers’ Associa- 
tion. Of the seventy-five union con- 
tractors, half were.members of the 
association, he said. He defended 
the request for a bond to guarantee 
performance of contract by Parsons 
and declared that the latter’s lawyer 
was willing that such a bond be

Camp Meeting President Says 
Restrictions Make the Resort 
Famed Throughout Nation. 


WOMAN CALLS HIM A CZAR 


Leasehoiders’ Leader Declares the 
Association Ruins Business and 
is Deaf to Complaints.

OCEAN GROVE, N. J., July 19. 
Policies which have governed Ocean 
Grove for the last six years were de- 
fended today by the Rev. Dr. Charles 
M. Boswell of Philadelphia, Presi- 
dent of the Ocean Grove Camp Meet- 
ing Association, and the Rev. Mel- 
ville E. Snyder, Superintendent and 
General Manager of the Association, 
answering criticism in the platform 
of The Citizens of Ocean Grove, Inc., 
an organization which has launched 
a campaign to “lift Ocean Grove out 
of the slough of despond.’’ Dr. Bos- 
well said the ten demands of the new 
organization would be given consid- 
eration by the association. 

Mrs. F. Kunst, President 
of the organization of Ocean Grove 
leaseholders, who have joined Brad- 
ley Beach in its ai to — the 
shore boulevard tem through 
Ocean Grove, said t t in the past 
the association has nets requests 
of citizens for relief m alleged re- 
tarding conditions. She said that Dr. 
Snyder ruled Ocean Grove as a “‘vir- 
tual czar.”’ 


Hope to Get Outside Support. 


This controversy is not new, but 
for the first time in the many dis- 
putes between leaseholders and offi- 
cials of the Camp Meeting Associa- 
tion the faction opposing the Ocean 
Grove rules and regulations has 
formed an organization and outlined 
a campaign to bring about changes. 
Mrs. Kunst said the organization 
hoped to gain the support of au- 
thorities in Asbury Park, Bradley 
Beach and other neighboring com- 
munities. 

Dr. Boswell in his defense of the 
Camp Meeting Association said that 
the policies are not open to debate, 
as they are provided for in the Camp 
gy Association's charter, grant- 
ed by the New Jersey Legislature 
in 1871. Dr. Boswell, who on Sun- 
day in the Ocean Grove Auditorium 
criticized newspa men and said 
that his only shail hereafter would 
be, “The not pass,’’ refer- 
ring to e of Bradley 
Beach to continas the boulevard sys- 
tem through this yeni talked to- 
day with newspaper m 

These restrictions,’’ * Dr. Bos- 
well, ‘‘made Ocean Grove what it 
is today, a place known from one 
end of the country to the other as 
a high grade resort for religious 
helpfulness and recreation with a 
Christian atmosphere. They are Iso 
the reason for the gathering here, 
year after year, of e largest con- 
gregations for religious services that 
can be thered anywhere in the 
United States.”’ 

He said the present agitation would 
further unite the association to con- 
tinue these restrictions, 


Association Finances Explained. 


Dr. Snyder explained the financial 
management of the Camp Meeting 
Association. Aside from the taxes 
that leaseholders in Ocean Grove 
must pay to Neptune Township, the 
municipality in which Ocean Grove 
lies, a tax of $10.50 is imposed upon 
each lot in Ocean Grove. This money 
is paid into the Camp Meeting Asso- 
ciation and is used for streets, parks, 
sanitation and the police department. 
He said that six years ago the asso- 
ciation was $730,000 in debt and that 
the debt has been reduced to less 
than $100,000. 

Mrs. Kunst said that in the past 
it has been impossible to obtain the 
cooperation of Camp Meeting Asso- 
ciation officials in the consideration 
of the resort’s problems. 

“It is impossible to obtain any co- 
operation because of the intolerant 
attitude of the Camp Meeting Asso 
ciation,’’ said Mrs. Kunst. **Dr. 
Snyder is virtually a czar. Insteud 
of seeking to save the ninety-nine 
‘Jost sheep, they are spoiling business 
here. We are not attacking religion, 
but are expressing our opposition to 
the business methods used by the 
association.”’

Jack Dempsey is a heavy favorite in the popular

whelming favorite for the Sesquicentennial bout of 
lamented memory. 

Jack Sharkey is a heavy favorite with sports writers 
and close followers of the pugilistic game, but most of 
the astute students of the art of self-defense picked 
the ‘wrong man at Philadelphia last September, and 
they did it with considerable emphasis and author- 
ity, too. : 

That leaves the question and answer problem a drew. 


A Man of Vision. 


Paulino So-and-so is quoted as picking Sharkey to 
win, which is excessively unimportant in itself, but 
the wandering woodchopper added a quaint explana- 
tion which is imteresting.

BAD LUCE IN NICARAGUA, 

NAPOLEON did not like Marshals 
who were “ unlucky,” and President 
COOLIDGE might well have a distaste 
for those who have advised him for 
the past eight months in his Nic- 
araguan policy. President GREEN 
of the Federation of Labor spoke of 
it in Washington as “unhappy.” It 
has been so almost from the first. 
Plans have miscarried and expecta- 
tions have been frustrated. After 
Colonel STIMSON made his trip to 
Nicaragua and succeeded in getting 
both political factions to suspend 
hostilities until after the next Presi- 
dential election in Nicaragua, which 
was to be supervised by agents of 
the United States Government, it 
was hoped and believed that things 
would quiet down. The only réle as- 
sumed by our Government forces in 
Nicaragua was that of ae policeman. 
But events this week show. that the 
lot of an international policeman on 
foreign soil is distinctly not a happy 
one. When it comes to actual war- 
fare, in which there are casualties in 
our marines, and a reported great 
slaughter among” the Nicaraguans 
who attacked them, -it seems as if ill 
luck were malignantly pursuing the 
whole venture, 

The unfortunate ‘affair is. not 
greatly relieved by Secretary KEL- 
LoGe’s letter to the President of the 
American Federation of Labor. One 
of the unlucky aspects of the whole 
business is that the Pan-American 
Federation of Labor was meeting 
in Washington at the very time 
when these bloody occurrences were 
reported in Nicaragua. Violent 
speeches were naturally made by 
some of the Latin-American dele- 
gates, and a resolution of protest 
was to be drafted and sent to the 
State Department. To Mr. GREEN 
Secretary KELLOGG wrote that the 
affray had no political significance 
whatever; that the so-called General 
leading the Nicaraguans in an at- 
tack upon Ameérican marines is no 
better than a bandit chief, and his 
followers are “in effect nothing. 
more than common outlaws.” These 
epithets are applied apparently only 
because General SANDINO. and his 
men follow the customary practice 
of guerrillas in Latin America by 
looting as they go and living off the 
country. The same might be said or 
some of the leaders of armed forces 
in China. But they are not for thar 
reason declared. by our Government 
to be beyond the pale of the law. 

Of. course, we have assuméd no 
such police power and police duties 
in China as we have in Nicaragua. 
It may well be that, considering the 
position which our Government had 
taken in Nicaragua, the fatal clash: 
at Ocotal could mot have been 
avoided. But it ‘arouses fear lest.

A METROPOLITAN AIRPORT. 

From ~the acclaim with which 
the transatlantic fliers have been 
greeted we may get a clear indi- 
cation of ‘the continued interest of 
New Yorkers in aviation. But how 
many of those who watched the 
procession through the city realized 
what the fliers knew only too well— 
that. New York is alone among the 
great cities of the Western worid 
to have no airport? CHAMBERLIN 
was received in state at the Berlin 
field.

But for the fog and rain 
the America would have landed 
in’ comfort’ at the air station of 
Le Bourget.

In its tentative report the Port 
Authority points out that an air- 
port for the metropolitan district 
should have an ultimate area of at 
least ‘200 acres “ with an immediate 


“ ways.” If the requirements of other 
airports may be taken as reflecting 
the relative needs of New York, 
this is a minimum estimate. Chicago 
has planned a field a mile square; 
Cleveland’s airport is to have an 
area of 1,000 acres. For New York 
to plan only for the bare necessities 
of the moment is to be short-sighted 
and penny-wise. It stands to reason 
that. the -construction of airports 
throughout the country—it has been 
estimated that there will be nearly 
a thousand fields by the end of the 
year—will greatly stimulate inter- 
city aviation traffic, and that New 
York will become one of the great 
air terminals in the country. In time 
it will. require many landing fields. 
This will be costly. The purchase 
of the land and its preparation alone 
will run into the millions. But, as 
in the case of State and city parks, 
this is in the nature of a capital 
investment. Every month’s delay in 
acquiring the land means a probable 
increase in price. The sooner the 
site is chosen the better. 





ENGLAND’S LATEST MOVE. 
Recall of the British delegates 
from Geneva to consult with the 
Cabinet at London is a clear indica- 
tion of the desire of the British 
Government to work out an agree- 
ment with the United States. No 
one can have followed the English 
press since the Naval Conference 
met without having been struck by 
the willingness, even the eagerness, 
to meet so far as possible the views 
of the United States in the matter 
of the strength of navies. “This atti- 
tude is based partly on real friend- 
ship for America, or at least on the 
great desirability for England of 
maiataining friendly relations with 
this country, and partly, perhaps, on 
a realistic and even selfish estimate 
of what may happen. This was 
recently expressed by The London 
Saturday Review, which no one can 
accuse of being pro-American. It 
reproached the British Admiralty 
for not having taken a more concil- 
iatory tone at Geneva and declared 
that thg one thing which England 
could not afford is to provoke a 
naval competition with the United 
States. This could result in the end, 
since America has the longer purse, 
only in leaving the British Navy a 
bad second, or possibly a third. 
Whatever the motives, the act of 
the British Government in taking a 
more direct hold upon the negotia- 
tions is full of promise. Let no one 
think that it means surrender of the 
main position taken by the British 
Admiralty. But it should mean ad- 
justment. Between the figures of 
total tonnage proposed by the Amer- 
ican Government and those at first 
specified by the British Admiralty 
there is room for a reasonable ap- 
proximation. This is shown by the 
fact that the British at Geneva saw 
fit to lower considerably their orig- 
inal specifications. If they and the 
Japanese have agreed, as seéms to 
be the case, on a global tonnage of 
500,000 for both cruisers and de- 
stroyers, with the apportionment 
of each to be made as the separate 
nations determine, it ought not to 
be impossible so to shade and adapt 
this plan as to lead the United 
States to agree to it. That would, 
to be sure, imply that this country 
would have to undertake a quite ex- 
tensive building program for cruis- 
ers. But that result of the Naval 
Conference, if any agreement at all 
is reached by it, now seems fated. 
The others will not come down to 
us, SO we must go up to them. Thus 
theoretical limitation of naval arma- 
ments will practically mean an en- 
largement. But a peaceful agree- 
ment might be worth it.

Such is, such deserves to be, the 
fate of a general law where the 
general will is substantially divided 
in two; where the rash, intruding 
hand of the Federal Government 
interferes in what is pre-eminently 
a State concern, subject to dominent 
local opinion. Admittedly, national 
prohibition was “a new departure.”

JOHN JOSEPH M’GRAW. 

The feathers on the head of the 
old Oriole are gray now, but the 
feathers on his back ruffle as bel- 
ligerently as when, twenty-five 
years ago yesterday, he took over 
the management of the New York 
Giants. That belligerence is not 
now, and never has been, a form of 
rowdyism or. bullying; it springs 
from a keen desire to see his players 
get the best of all the many breaks 
of the game of baseball. As the 
athletic director of the team which 
bears the city’s name and as a cit- 
izen of the town Mr. McGraw has 
maintained high standards, and 
people in all walks of life are de- 
lighted that his first quarter of a 
century finds him at the height of 
business success and in good health. 
It is true that Mr. MCGRAW has 
had the largést city of the nation 
from which to draw his spectators, 
and at the beginning of his service 
the money was provided to compete 
for the best players. But his skill 
as a manager—plus his fine sense 
of showmanship—produced profits 
which made it expedient for the 
owners to continue to support him 
liberally. Had expensive managing 
not been justified by earnings, 
Colonel FREEDMAN and his stc- 
cessors would have cut down ex- 
penses or got another manager. 

To have captivated the public and 
impressed them with his fine per- 
sonal qualities; to have won the 
unanimous favor of baseball writers; 
to have saved the National League 
from BAN JOHNSON’S drive in the 
first decade of the century; to have 
helped put baseball on a high level 
and never failed in compassion to- 
ward its failures—these are some of 
the achievements of JOHN J. MC- 
GRAW which make his silver jubilee 
an agreeable occasion for many. who 
never think of attending a baseball 
game, but who recognize the im- 
portance of any professional sport 
which occupies so much of the 
leisure thought of the whole nation.

POSTPONING DEATH. 

Concerted efforts of public and 
private health agencies, to which the 
Milbank Foundation Report refers 
and of which its own work is a sig- 
nificant part, may postpone death 
for from fifteen to twenty years, 
but this is not the same as assuring 
the lengthening of the maximum of 
life. It means that more people will 
live to maturity or come to ripeness 
of age. Several months ago Dr. 
CHARLES H. MAyYo said that man’s 
age had been lengthened an average 
of eighteen years from the sixteenth 
century, when it was only 40; only 
five years from that time to 1875 and 
thirteen more in the half century 
since then, It is now approximately 
58. But if the goal is attained 
which, according to Dr. JOHN A. 
KINGSBURY, medical men and sani- 
tarians say is reasonably within 
reach, that average will be raised to 
considerably above the scriptural 
maximum of 70, except “ by reason 
of strength.” 

Although the lengthening of the 
maximum is not specifically prom- 
ised, it is to be inferred; for if the 
average age is even to approach 70 
years, there must be an increasing

‘“topsy-turvy”’ flight, and some have 
g*ne sé far as to say that those men 
flew more than half way across up- 
side down. 

These references to that journey 
have pained me, but none more than 
that in Commander Byrd’s own 
story. I am very certain that a man 
as careful as is the Commander of 
his accuracy never intended to be 
quoted as saying that the filght was 
made, in any part of it, actually 
“upside down.” 

It hasn’t helped aviation any to 
have the public believe that even a 
real flying man can be upside down 
and not know. of his position.

Semi-Investment Stocks Con- 
tinue Broad Advance Under 
impetus of Easy Money. 


A buoyant: tone in: stocks. and 
strength in cotton were the outstand- 
ing features of steady markets yes- 
terday. All of the gains in stocks 
were not held, to be sure, and there 
was some lively profit-taking in mid- 
afternoon, but nevertheless the mar- 
ket had gained sufficient momentum 
to establish new high records for 
the year for at least half a hundred 
stocks quoted on the Exchange, and 
gains of from 2 to as much as 6 
points were evident throughout the 
list. The character of trading dif- 
fered very little from that of the 
seven preceding markets, in which 
similar gains have been established. 
It was once more investment and 

semi-investment inquiry, based on 
particularly easy money rates, which 
gave the market its daily fillip. 
Atchison, for instance, touched the 
highest price at which it has ever 
sold, and gains in such issues as 
General Electric, Westinghouse Elec- 
tric, Baldwin Locomotive, General 
Motors and stocks of similar calibre 
emphasized the fact that seasoned 
dividend-paying issues are at the 
moment in best demand. If further 
testimony were needed on this score, 
it was to be found in the declines 
sustained here and there in listed 
stotks. In almost every case where 
declines were. noted it was in non- 
dividend paying and, at present, un- 
popular shares. 

The news of the day had little re- 
lation to the vigorous action on the 
Stock Exchange. It was, in fact, 
rather colorless with the exception 
of important sidelights on the money 
situation which further confirm the 
present going rates for borrowings. 
Loans and investments of 622. mem- 
ber banks of the Federal Reserve 
system in leading cities reported a 
decline in loans and investments of 
$214,000,000 for the week ended July 
13, and loans on stocks and bonds 
were $136,000,000 below the previous 
week’s total, of which $1389;000,000 
were shown in the New York dis- 
trict. The statement by the board 
of loan and investment totals shows 
a shrinkage for the year of $850,000,- 
000, excellent evidence that a good 
measure of security distribution has 
been under way. ‘Time money is in 
such ample supply in the New York 
market that sixty-day accommoda- 
tions are to be had at 4% per cent., 
although ninety-day money remains 
at 4% per cent., and over-the-year 
funds at 45% per cent. These figures 
reflect quite accurately the generally 
easier tone which prevails in the 
money market, and, in a measure, 
explain the scramble now taking 
place for the best class of securities. 

The -rapid gyrations in cotton dur- 
ing the last few days have served to 
confuse rather than assist the trade. 
It is largely a ‘‘weather market,’’ 
in which either rain or clear weather 
in the belt is likely to prove the fac- 
tor of most importance in any single 
day’s fluctuations. Trade buying {is 
on a good-sized scale and this serves 
as the market’s backbone, with most 
forward ‘‘month’”’ fluctuating above 
18 cents, and with the March option 
well above 19 cents. The report of 
the Department of Agriculture yes- 
terday on boll-weevil emergence was, 
with unsettled weather, the day’s 
chief development in bringing about 
a renewal of bullish activity. The 
department reported that weevil in- 
festation is now very heavy, ‘‘in 
some sections amounting to 50 per 
cent.” Even at the higher prices 
now prevailing spinners appear more 
willing to buy and call for delivery 
of contracts than when cotton was 
in the doldrums around 14 and 15 
cents per pound.

Commerce,t Increases as Money 
Is Lent to Republics, Says 
Max Winkler, 


LOANS TO BE WELCOMED 


Debts of Countries Small When 
Compared With Their Wealth, 
His Figures Show. 


The growth of the commerce of 
the United States with republics of 
South America proves that trade 
follows the American dollar abroad, 
says Max Winkler, of Bertron, Gris- 
com & Co., Inc. 

Prior to the war. when American 
investments in South America were 
only about $100,000,000, our com- 
merce there from 1910 to 1914 aver- 
aged $328,000,000 per annum. Since 
then, our investments have grown to 


$1,973,300,000, and our trade with | 4S? 


these countries now excecds $1,000,- 
000,000 yearly. Since additional fi- 
nancing is contemplated by our 


Southern neighbors, Mr. Winkler is 
of the opinion that loans floated for 
revenue producing purposes should 
be welcomed by American bankers 
and inwestors because. they are 
bound to result in materially fur- 
thering our foreign trade. 

Examination of the debt situation 
of the leading South American re- 
publics, especially those which al- 
ready have appeared in this market 
for funds, reveals relatively small 
debts, especially when compared with 
the actual and potential resources of 
the countries, says Mr. Winkler, who 

adds that whatever increase has 
taken place in their debts within the 
last five years has not been in pro- 
portion to their commercial, finan- 
cial and industrial growths. 


Seven Countries Studied. 


Of the seven countries reviewed by 
Mr. Winkler, Uruguay shows the 
heaviest per capita indebtedness, 
namely: $127.50. Argentina is next 
with $93.90, with Chile a close third 
with $81.80, Brizal fourth with $30.20, 


followed by Bolivia with $15.50 and 
Peru with $12.30. Colombia’s debt 
is mevely wyavinal, being only $3.40 
per cap 

Colombia is the only one of the 
countries reviewed whose debt has 
shown a pronounced reduction in the 
last five years, the decline amount- 
ing to no less than 66.34 per cent. 
The largest increase is shown by Bo- 
livia with 53.46 per cent. Peru's debt 
increased. 33.70 per cent.; Chile’s 
33.44 per cent.; Argentina’ s, "27.22 per 
cent., and Brazil’ s, 15.27 per cent. 
With regard to natural resources, 
Argentina heads the list with an es- 
timated per capita wealth of $1,442. 
Uruguay is second with $1,037, fol- 
lowed by Chile with $832, Brazil with 
ore Peru with $303, Bolivia with 
303, and Colombia with $300.

German marks continued their ad- 
vance again yesterday, heavy buying 
by local banks and traders, coupled 
with higher cables from abroad, 
causing a gross advance of 2% points 
to 23.78% cents for checks. Rate 
finally settled at 23.77% cents. This 
is the highest since last December, 
when the mark sold around 23.83 
cents, which is the highest point 
reached since the introduction of the 
new currency in November, 1925. 

Traders attributed the demand to 
the flow of capital abroad, where it 
is being loaned at attractive rates 
prevailing in Berlin. Recent and con- 
templated loans also figured in the 
upswing, and quite large size blocks 
were involved in the trading. 

Spanish pesetas were in demand, 
particularly in the forenoon, when 
the rate moved up to 17.13 cents, but 
realizing cut this to 17.10 at the 
close. Strength in the Chinese ex: 
changes offset the weakness in Ja 
nese yen. In the Europeans, sterlin ng

Present Recession Seems to 
Have Res Its Course. 


Business has assumed an under- 
tone of imprevement since the turn 
of the half-year and there is appear- 
ing. constantly a confidence that the 
current moderate recession has fairly 
well run its course, according to the 
monthly review of business. condi- 
tions of the National Bank of Com- 
merce in New York.
